Jean Baptiste Saucier was born in Quebec City, Canada and baptised 


j there 12/4/1674, the great-great-great- grandfather 
of Victoria Saucier. He was recruited by D'iberviiie 
in July of 1697 in Canada, sailed from Quebec to 
Rochefort,France and then to Biloxi in 1699. He was 
at the founding of old original Mobile in 1702 and 
his grant of land in this Ist settlement at Mobile 
is duly recorded on old maps of original Mobile. He 
is one of the first settlers that anyone can defini- 
tely identify down to his present day descendants.

Saucier is listed in the census of 1666 at Et Dumay, 
Sillery, Ouebec,Canada as being age 42.He was the

On Nov. 27, 1670 entered into a marriage contract at Quebec, 
Canada with Marguerite Gaillard, widow of Francois Prevost, and a 
native of Boulogne in Picardy, France. Tanguay's History shows 
that Marguerite Gaillard dit Duplessis, widow of Hercule Duperon, 
the daughter of Jean Baptiste Gaillard and of Catherine DeLomelle, 
natives of Notre Dame de Calais, bishporic of Boulogne, France 
married Francois Prevost on July 26, 1664 at Quebec, Canada and 
that Francois Prevost died April 6, 1670 at Quebec Canada. In 1666 
Census of Quebec, Marguerite Gaillard was listed age 30 with husband 
Prevost and child. Church records of marriage at Quebec on January 
12, 1671, according to Tanguay's History, gives Louis-Charles 
Saucier, native of St. Eustache, Paris, France, son of Charles Sau- 
cier and of Charlotte Clairet, and Marguerite Gaillard-Duplessis, 
widow of Francois Prevost. Children of record of this marriage 
were (1) Charles Saucier, baptised at Quebec on September 1, 1672, 
died Ste. Anne (Quebec) June 11, 1723. He was married three times; 
1697, 1714 and 1720; 14 children are of record of these marriages; 
and (2) Jean Saucier, baptised Quebec Dec. 4, 1674, no further 
church records of him in Canada (he left there to join D'Iberville 
& we know and is next picked up in Biloxi and then at Mobile.) 
These are the only Sauciers mentioned in 17th century Canada. We 
do also know that Jean (Baptiste) Saucier is listed in the ship 
list as a member of the D'Iberville second expedition to Louisiana 
dated August 25, 1699 at Rochefort, France. 


JEAN BAPTISTE SAUCIER married GABRIELLE SAVARY 


SAVARY 


Gabrielle Savary and her background are well set forth in 
"Old Mobile" by Higgenbotham. She was a native of St. Denis,France 
She married Jean Baptiste Saucier at Mobile c September i904. it 
has not been established as to where he died and it is believed 
that he died circa 1715-1716. After his death Gabrielle Savary, 
widow Saucier remarried at Mobile to Pierre Vifvarenne, a Sergeant 
stationed at Ft. Louis, Mobile, he a native of Amiens, France. 
They had 1 known child, Jean Baptiste Vifvarenne. Pierre V died at 
Mobile circa 1719 and Gabrielle Savary then remarried at Mobile 
to J. B. Sansot dit Lagrange, a Corporal stationed at Ft. Louis, 
Mobile. From this married there was at least 1 child born, a dau- 
ghter Jeanne Gabrielle Sansot who died before 1735 - no issue. 
J. B. Sansot died at Mobile prior to 1725. The last known record 
of Gabrielle Savary was the Census made at New Orleans in 1725 
(Maudell) where she is listed as "Widow Saussier and 5 children 
residing on Rue St. Peter (St.Peter Street); it is known that four 
of these children survived her. 


HENRY SAUCIER married BARBE LA CROIX 
LA CROIX 


Francois LaCroix, reputedly a native of France, in the 1666 
Census at Quebec is listed as age 25 in the residence of Pierre 
Gaignon at Beaupre, Quebec. He married Sept. 11, 1670 to Anne 
Gasnier at Ste. Anne de Beaupre. In 1681 at Beaupre is listed 
Francois Lacroix age 42, wife Anne Gasnier age 27, Louis 9, 

Agathe 6, Francois 4, Augustin 2 as their children. Anne Gasnier 
(also variously spelled Ganier,Gagnier,Gagne) was born 10/27/1653 
at Quebec the 7th of 9 children of Louis G (born 1612 at Ige, Orne, 
Normandy, France and died 1661) and Marie Michel; married 1638 

and came to Nouvelle France (Canada) circa 1644. 

Francois Lacroix (Jr.-listed above as age 4 in (1681 Census 
at Beaupre, Canada) married January 19, 1701 in Quebec, Canada 
to Barbe Montmeunier (Monmagnier_ ; widow of Jean Mercier and she 
is believed to have been born circa 1673 at Rouen, Normandy,France. 
Francois Lacrois (Jr) died January 12, 1870, age 93, at Kaskaskia 
(Illinois). In 1723 he had received permission to leave Canada 
as a "voyageur et marchand" to establish in Illinois with his 
wife and 5 children. They did settle in Illinois and his 5 chikdren

Nicolas Baudin dit Miragouin, a native of Tours, France, mar- 
ried Francoise Paillet, a native of Loreins, France. They had 7 
children - 3 sons and 4 daughters. Their 3rd child, a son, was Louis 
Francois Alexandre Baudin dit Monlouis, who married in Mobile,:Ala. 
to Marie Louise Laurendine, the daughter of one of the original 
Canadien Voyauers who came to this area with D'Iberville. From this 
marriage, 8 children were born - 6 daughters & 2 sons. The 5th child 
was a daughter, Marguerite Jeanne Baudin dit Monlouis, who married 
Christian Savary Saucier. 


Their son, .Sinforian (Syphorien) Saucier married his cousin, 
Camille Saucier. 


As previously given you, CAMILLE SAUCIER was the daughter of Philippe 
P Saucier and Ursule Grelot. She was born 10/1/1804 and baptised 
at New Orleans and given the name of CAMILLE PHILIPPINE SAUCIER.
